ORANGE, March SO.—C. L. Rog­ 
ers, who is 79 years old and who 
A lives at SOS W est Palm street, ie 
probably the only m an in Orange 
county who adds to his income by 
winding the string or yam from 
which rope is made Into big reels. 
Every day from early dawn un­ 
til the gathering night keeps him 
from seeing to tis 
knots, 
Rogers 
works at his task of m aking odds 
and ends of string or “yarn” into 
long lengths. 
Rogers for two years has worked 
at the unique task o f winding the 
odd lengths of rope for the W est­ 
ern Cordage com pany factory here, 
on reels which are taken back by 
the factory and 
m ade 
Into 
rope 
again. Before he w inds the rope on 
the reels the man is obliged to re­ 
duce It to the sam e state in xvhieh 
it was found before it w as made 
into heavy cables or rope and of 
various sires. 
The rope is called "yam** when it 
is unwound and is about the size 
of the hemp string often seen to 
J;te packages. Rogers has invented 
P i piece of machinery to unwind the 
“ rope and this m echanism he con­ 
trived from a. discarded mop and a 
brace. 
He has removed the bit from the 
brace, and fastens one end of tho 
rope he wishes to unwind to an 
iron post and the other end in the 
clamp of the mop and by turning 
the brace unwinds th e rope into 
strands of yarn.

IX T E E N years ago, R ay Howland was an auto­ 
mobile painter in D etro it

From chiefs and medicine men of the I ima Indians they 
learned how the Superstitions got their name. T he I ana* 
believe that evil spirits dwell up in those forbidding fast­ 
nesses who will turn to stone any of their tribe who invade 
the forbidden region.
